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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-50 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: it is neither 
anticipated nor obvious over the prior art of record to have an apparatus as claimed by Applicant 
in claim 1 or a sputter deposition system as claimed by Applicant in claim 43. 

3. Tuganov does not disclose providing an output signal from which at least on 
characteristic of the surface can be determined. 

4. US 6,421,132 Bl to Brajovic does not use a transport arm. There is no motivation to 
combine Brajovic with Tuganov.
